When the exp onent« of mnnicip al 
ownemhip iu electric lighting p lant« de- 
■ire to give « ome examp le of the « no- 
cetwfnl op eration of their theory , they 
usually tnni to the city of W heeling, 
and dragging the p lant and « y « teni of 
that p lace into their argnm ent, tell n« of 
the wonderful « aving thoee good p eop le 
have made by refusing to grant a p rivate 
comp any the right to light the city , and 
taking the m atter in their own hand« . 
P ot months these assertions have gone 
undiHp nted, but it will be so no more. 
An investigation, thorough and com­ 
p lete, has shown that W heeling i« p ay *^ 
ing very dear for it« exp <‘rieiice. 
Five y ear« ago the city was lighted by 
gas, and the qnestion of a better sy stem 
of illuminatiou was discuswAd. 
A cor­ 
p oration offered to p rovide light for |7 9 
p er y ear, each light to be of 2,000 candle 
p ower. 
The question of cost was im me­ 
diately rais« Hl,and some one whose name 
has already been Inst, snggested the 
city bnild its own p lant. 
The mere 
mention of such a move brought agents 
from the heading electrical machinery 
m annfactuiing oonoems in the coniitry , 
and the most extravagant stories of how 
little light really cost were told. They 
excited the p eop le, and some imagined 
W heeling could be made to shine on 
the darkest night like a star of the first 
magnitude. The demand for a m unici­ 
p al p lant was strong, and it was built. 
Bonds to the amount of |HO,000 were sold ; 
bat if y ou ask the average business man 
today the real cost of installing the 
p lant, he will tell y on that nobody 
knows, but it was in excess of the money 
bomjwed directly for that p urp ose. 
Some of those bonds have been re­ 
deemed, and some are still out, and of 
course draw ing interest. 
The contract for the machinery was 
given the F t. W ay ne Electric comp any , 
an institntiou whose officers would like 
much to sell East Liverp ool an outfit. 
T hat m achinery is still in mie, but there 
have been changes in five y ears, and no 
one acquainted With dy namos would 
hesitate in say ing the W heeling p rop ­ 
erty is out of date, antiquated as it 
were, and not to be comp ared w ith the 
dy namos of today . 
A rep resentative of the N e w s R e v ie w 
vidted the W heeling p lant, and under 
the guidance of Sup erintendent F. F. 
Thomp son and Electrician Underwood, 
genial gentlemen, who are comp etent 
and well fitted for the p ositions they 
hold, was p ermitted to examine it, while 
they exp lained the method sad cost of 
op eration. 
A battery of six 
150-horse p ower 
boilers, 
four 
of 
which 
are used 
and 
two 
are 
kei^ 
in 
reserve, 
fOTm the first feature. 
They are fed by 
a fireman at ^ a day and a coal p asser 
at $1.76, w ith run of mine coal which 
costs 8 ^ cents a bushel iu the bins at 
the p lant. 
They p rovide p ower for a 
450 corlisB engine, whose big wheel 
makes 79 revolutions a minute. Of these 
engines the city owns two, one only 
being used, while the other is being 
kep t as reserve p ower. 
A movement of 
a lever will stop the one and start the 
(rtber w ithout any {ierOTp tible change in 
the wOTking of the dy namos. 
There 
are seven of these, but only six are used, 
the other being fOT accideut. 
Each m a­ 
chine has a cap acity of 80 lights, bnt 
there are m reality (mly 430 bnm iug at 
one time. The p lant only {» odax^ arc 
lights, and they are confined to the 
soeets.

The force is made up of 18 men—su­

Then there are otherexianiae« , p lenty ‘ 
of them . Fuel is a big item ,bnt tlie etatxAd j 
p rice can be cut down when it is known ; 
that coke, (vnuiug fnmi the city ga« ; 
work« , and costing nothing, is often ; 
used and coal saved. 
To this are luidexi 
carbons, glolies, p acking, tool« , grate 
bars, 12 barrels of cvlind« » r and 12 bar­ 
rels of dy namo oil, and the numlH'rh» « « 
other things used in a p lant of this sort. 
The rep airing of lamp s should n<it be 
forgotten. 
Ten lamp s reaxly fxir use 
ar« ‘ constantly kep t iu 
resx» rve, and 
when a strxM't light is found ont x»f order 
it is rep lax*ed by one of tluvxe until re- 
imirxMi. 
The xxist. however, is snuill, 
being little more than the tim e of Mr. 
Unxlerwxxid, and he i« p aiil by the y x*nr. 
The actual cost of ois'rating the p lant is 
given by the city x*lx>rk’« rxqxort, ¡ind 
dxsw not inclnde water, interest auxi 
dep reciation. 


The amount of moiu't ex|s*nd» Ml every 
ym r in keep ing up the p lant is a |Mirt of 
the exp onsx* not often « x>nsiderx>d, but it 
must be remei.il>x*red when (Aounting the 
exist of light.

and sells to all who desire txi buy . 
A 
p rivate xorp oration lias the right tx> dis­ 
p ense iucsandescent light, and last No­ 
vember the gas dx'p artmeut sold 1,000,- 
000 fexit less than in the same month of 
the p revious ym r. 
The city gas dejiart- 
ment, w ith all these laudxHl axlvantan« « 
of a municip ality behind it. x;annot xxim- 
p ete w ith a p rivate corp oration also sell­ 
ing light. 
W hen the m atter was first disxmssed, a 
commission was ap p ointed to invx« tigato 
the exist of a p lant. The members were 
taken iu hand by the various mannfax'tur- 
ing concerns, aiixi shxiwn the p rxxluct of 
their works. 
It is genx*rally aud« « rstxxKl 
they had a delightful time in Bxiston, 
Cincinnati and xither p xiiuts. 
The in- 
vestijratiou has not y et reax’hi*d their 
doings. 
The bonds issued amountxHi to 
$>^,000, and were at five px« r cent p er 
annum . 
The ordiiianc/e said that ^,000 
should be redeemed evxsry y xiar, and it 
was—the first y ear. 
In 189 3-9 4 the city 
xxiuld not afford to rxsleem a dollar of 
the debt, and p aid the interest. 
In 
189 6 the levy was inxireased, and a sufli- 
cient amount realia« « ! to p ay the arrear­ 
ages and the bonds due th at y ear, a bill 
of $24,009 w ith lnterx« t. 
T hat error iu 
calculation exist the city $1,440 extra, 
which must, of course, be addxMl to the 
cost of light. 
The bouxls due this y « -ar 
WOTe redtsjmxHi the other day , and there 
is now outstanding $40,000 of the debt. 
W heeling will in five y « >arsown its own 
light p lant, but it will in th at tim e have 
I» id very dear for the p rop erty . 
It is 
estim ated, and the N e w s R e v ie w has 
its infxirmatiou from a city official in 
p osition to know, th at the p lant x ^ t at

An investigation, thorough and com­ 
plete, ha* shown that Wheeling i« pay-% 
ing very dear for it* experience. 
Five year* ago the city wa* lighted by 
! ga*, aud the question of a better system 
I of illumination wa* discussed. 
A cor­ 
poration offered to provide light for $79 
per year, each light to be of 2,000 candle 
power. The question of cost wa* iinine- 
; diately raised,and Home one whose name 
ha* already been lost, suggested the 
(city build it* own plant. The mere 
mention of Much a move brought agent* 
from the loading electrical machinery 
manufacturing concerns in the country, 
and the most extravagant stories of how 
I little light really oost were told. They 


j excited the people, aud some imagined 
Wheeling could be made to shine on 
the darkest night like a star of the ftr*t 
magnitude. The demand for a munici 
pal plant wa* strong, and it wa* built. 
Bond* to the amount of $80,000 were sold ; 
but if you ask the average business man 
today the real cost of installing the 
plant, he will tell yon that nobody 
knows, bat it was in excess of the money 
borrowed directly for that purpose. 
Some of those bond* have been re­

The contract for the machinery was

erty is out of date, antiquaited as it 
were, and not to be compared with the 
dynamos of today.

Thompson and Electrician Underwood, 
genial gentlemen, who are competent 
and well fitted for the positions they 
hold, wa* permitted to examine it, while 
I they explained the method and cost of 
operation.

Tho member* were 
taken in hand by the various manufactur­ 
ing concerns, and shown the product of 
their works.

“ In spired by high patriotism , join ed 
w ith a great appreciation of the Ameri­ 
can people, I bi'lieve that the sen se of 
justice an d the m aterial in terests of the 
m ajority of the ptx ipie of the U n ited 
State« will preven t a w ar w ith Spam, 
through whose in strum en tality the n ew 
world w'as d iscovered , by which Ameri­ 
can s have b« >en most highly ben efited .” 
In the course of an in terview. Sen or 
Castelar said further th at he was actin g 
as a l)on d of un ion between the liberals 
an d con servatives in ord er to secure the 
agreem en t of all jmrties in Spain to 
w ard off or repel an y outrage upon the 
n ation al hon or. 
He had secured a good 
un d erstan d in g, he said , between Sen or 
Cán ovas d el Castillo,the presid en t of th© 
coun cil, an d Sen or Sagasta, ex -premier 
of the liberal govern men t, thus stren gth­ 
en in g the han d s of the govern men t to 
carry out the n ecessary measures to sat­ 
isfy the reason able d eman d s of outsid ers 
an d afford in g con ten t to the colon ies, 
while alway s d efen d in g the n ation al 
hon or. 
Sen or Castelar poin ted out th at he 
con sid ers in tern ation al wars at the 
presen t d ay a d isgrace to motiern civili­ 
zation . 
Such a war, he thought, would 
be more illogical for the U n ited States 
than for an y other n ation . 
He re­ 
gard ed the Un ited States as the mod el 
for all other n ation s in avoid in g wars 
an d seekin g the settlem en t of in tern a­ 
tion al d isputi^ by arbitration . 
Ac« *ord in g to in terviews published in 
the Mad rid n ewspapers Sen or Can ova» 
is repre.sen ted as say in g th at every thin g 
is read y to apply reform in the Span ish 
W’est In d iix i. but th at all will d epen d 
upon the course of the campaign in 
Cuba. 
The reforms, he say s, will be 
applied first to Porto Rico, but n othin g 
has been d ecid ed upon the subject, 
pen d in g the receipt of further d ispatches 
from Captain Gen eral Wey ter.

With ceremonies that the « MTasion 
seemed to warrant, the light plant 
owned by Martin's Ferry, was one 
Christmas pla« » ed in operation. 
There 
was a fond hope in the hrt» ast of more 
than one enlhnsiastic advocate of city 
ownership that the tnmblesorae « ines- 
tion had at last been solved, and futnre 
nights wonld be made bright and bril­ 
liant at small cost; bat they, lik e many 
more who liave bt» fore tried the experi­ 
ment, are doomed to disappointment if 
some k ind influence does not intervene 
to ext« » rminate opi» rating expeus« « . 
Years ago a plant was pat iu, and wild 
to a company of local capitalists before 
the engines were started. They op» >r- 
at« Hl it f«»r a time with poor success, and 
it was » histroywl. The Bridgeport com- 
panv purchased their lint« and fran­ 
chise, and sold light to Martin’s Ferry 
until the spirit of a municipal estab­ 
lishment apiM'ared. 
The 
Bridgeport 
p» H)ple wantwi to b »»11 their property to 
tlie city, but the Ferry would have none 
of it. An injnnction did no g»M>d, and 
one 8nii(iay morning the company’s 
{ioles wer« » cut down. For that act the 
Ferry defeml» » d a $5.()(K) damage suit, 
lost it iu two courts, and will in all pn>b- 
ability be compelled to pay the amount. 
The plant was instalk 'd at a tx« t of 
$29 ,000, and two 65 arc machim« , two 
750 incaiides(^ent, four 76 horse power 
engines, and three 
1(K) horse power boil­ 
ers were put in. Fuel costs but two 
cents a bushel in the coal house of the 
plant, and the salary of Superintent 
8 
T. Kerr is but $720 a year. Two engiii- 
«Aers each receive the same, the lamp- 
trimmer is paid $46 a mouth, and the 
tireman, who belt« the trimmer to the 
extent of 16 lamps, receives the same 
Five men opt'rate the institution. 
There are 97 arc lights for street use 
and what is k nown as the moonlight 
schedule is iu force; that is, the lights 
do not buru when the night is clear and 
bright. The cost of maintaining the 
phtnt was ch'arly shown iu court not 
long ago when the Wheeling Terminal 
roud was sn« 'tl for the cost of lighting its 
track s, and the jury brought in a ver 
diet of $66 per light per year. This was 
basAHi up« )n the actual expenses, and 
only ineludes fuel, wages, carbons, oil 
etc. Insuranct*. taxes, and water rent 
wen' not included in the cost by the 
jury, altiiough they form no small por­ 
tion of the cost 
o f mak ing light, 
Mr. Kerr told the News Review 
that he 
cousiden'd 
$76 
per light

the city. This result he can only obtain 
by saving at every turn. The trimmt 
for $46 a month trims 2‘2 more lamps 
each day than the Wheeling trimmer, 
who is paid ^ a day, and tliere is a ma­ 
terial difference in the price of fuel 
Mr. Kerr counts the Aiepreciatiou iu tin 
plant at 
10 p«»r cent—that is, every 10 
years the city will pay $29,(X)0 iu order 
to have as g« x)d a plant as wlnm the en 
giiies were first startwl. In other words, 
the plant must be reuewH>d every 
ytiars, with the possible exw>ption of the 
building. It is at pres« >nt directly in the 
hands of council, but after the next 
election will be oontrolltHi by a board 
trnsttH« , who will be paid a nominal 
salary.
